Ov«ir the long haul, Kentuc- 
ky’s attention to history his 
been spotty. No state is recog- 
nized as having a richer past, 
but few states have paid less 
systematic attention to their 
histories 

The first treasury box author- 
ized by the Kentucky Legislat- 
ure is a case in point Preserved 
in the state museum in Frank- 
fort is a small mahogany box 
which served as the deposit 
box in the early days. It illust- 
rates as nothing else can do 
as well the change which has 
come over American life Where 
as today, the money of the Com- 
monwealth is distributed among 
several banks throughout the 
state, this box. no larger than 
the average family’s strongbox 
today, held at one time the 
funds of Kentucky 

In 1929 this valuable relic 
was transferred from private 
hands to the state museum in 
the Old Capitol building Thanks 
to the Cantrill family of Scott 
County. Kentucky’s first treas- 
| ury was preserved 

John Logan, the first treas- 
urer of Kentucky and the first 
custodian of the little treasury 
box, served his state for 15 
years, from 1792 to 1807. Yet. 
today. John Logan, like so many 
early Kentuckians, is a forgotten 
man. No concentrated effort 
has been made to dig this im- 
portant public official out of 
the dusty pages of the past, 
and, consequently, we know al- 
most nothing about his life. 
When and where did he live? 
Is he. for example, the same 
John Logan who was second in 
command at St. Asaphs in 1779? 

Kentucky’s first treasury box 
can be looked at in two ways. 
First it is a curious item, like 
an exotic animal at long last 
tracked down and caged in a 
zoo, an item which is most im- 
portant for its entertainment 
value Who can believe that 
Kentucky’s money could have 
ever been compressed into such 
a very small box? 



State Waters Have Prehistoric Fish Species 



Several species of fish dating 
back to prehistoric times are 
found in Kentucky, says the 
Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources 

In an article in Happy Hunt- 
ing Ground, the agency points 
to the paddlefish and the long- 
nosed gar specimens as exist- 
ing in the period before writ- 
ten history 

The shark-like paddlefish. 
having smooth and scaleless skin, 
possesses a head which is a long 
paddle-like snout Though very 
large — five to six feet long— the, 
paddlefish feeds entirely upon 
plankton, floating aquatic ani- 
mal and plant life These min- 
ute organisms are strained by 
many comb-like rakers inside 
the fish’s mouth. The meat 
of the fish is good and the 
roe or eggs, is used in caviar 
Not too much is known about 
the reproduction of this sp' ies 



The long-nosed gar. some 
specimens measuring five feet 
or more, is found in the major 
ity of larger Kentucky streams 
The body is elongated and 
protected by a hard armor-type 
skin In his mouth are hundreds 
of needle-like teeth, which aid 



in catching and holding small 
fish, mainly minnows, which 
are the gar’s food The head 
tapers to a long thin nose that 
is very bony While edible, the 
flesh of the gar is not very 
tasty and the roe is poisonous 
to man.
